Thousands here viewed the eclipse in 
the late afternoon when clearing of 
the clouds offered a fine oppor- 
tunity to study the spectacle. The 
phenomenon was observed for more 
than two hours, during which ob- 
scuration of the sun reached a 
maximum of more than 54 per cent.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—Hun- 
dreds of thousands of people of Cali- 
fornia and adjacent States this morn- 
ing saw the sun completely eclipsed 
in a practically cloudless sky. The

They saw the moon blot out the sun 
than a second and day 
night; and they saw a 
perfect sun’s corona.

Observations Called Successful. 

For the astronomers and others 
who made observations of the phe- 
nomena connected with the eclipse, 
the objective of costly and difficult 
expeditions, the eclipse apparently 
was successful in every way. 

The Camptonville expedition of 
Lick Observatory of the University 
of California attained its purpose, 
preliminary check of results showed,

The White House, 
April 28, 1930. 

To the Congress of the United 

States: 

In my messages of June 6th and 
Dec. 3d, 1929, I placed before Con- 
gress the urgency of certain im- 
provements necessary to effective 
criminal law enforcement. Sub- 
stantial progress has been made 
upon some of the measures pro- 
posed, yet we are nearing the end 
of the present session, and I can- 
not too strongly urge the necessity 
of action upon all these recome- 
mendations before adjournment. 

The most important recommenda- 
tions made by me were five in 
number: 

1, There should be a transfer of 
the functions of detection and pros- 
ecution of prohibition cases from 
the Treasury Department to the 
Department of Justice, and thus 
an ending of divided responsibility 
and effort.

The number of Federal 
prisoners in Federal and State in- 
stitutions increased 6,277 in the 
nine months from June 30, 1929, 
to April 1, 1930. 

The Attorney General has stated 
that we cannot hope to enforce the 
laws unless we can have some 
point of reteption for convicted 
persons. The overcrow@ing of the 
prisons themselves is inhumane, 
ahd accentuates criminal tenden- 
cies. Bills providing for this re- 
lief were passed by the House and 
are now, I understand, in course 
of being reported to the Senate by 
the Judiciary Committee. 

4. We are in need of vigorous re- 
Organization of the border patrol, 
in order to consolidate various 
agencies so as effectually to pre- 
vent illegal entry of both aliens 
and goods. Proposals to bring 
about such reorganization are be- 
fore the committees of Congress. 

5. The District of Columbia is 
without an adequate prohibition 
law. A bill for that purpose has 
been introduced and hearings have 
been held before the Senate Dis- 
trict Committee. It should contain 
the saféguards recommended by 
the Attorney General. 


Terms Reforms Necessary. 


We have, within the limits of ex- 
isting legislation, improved the per- 
sonnel and greatly increased the 
efficiency of the existing Federal 
machinery in criminal law enforce- 
ment during thé past year. The 
above reforms are necessary, how- 
ever, if I am to perform the high 
duty which falls uvon the Execu- 
tive of the Federal laws. 

While a considerable part of this 
condition arises from the laws re- 
lating to intoxicating liquors, yet 
the laws relating to narcotics, auto- 
mobile thefts, &c., which have been 
enacted by the Congress during re- 
cent years, also contribute to cre- 
ate the present conditions. This 
is well indicated by the fact that 
less than one-third of Federal pris- 
oners are due to prohibition. 

Our obedience to law, our law 
enforcement and judicial organiza- 
tion, our judicial procedure, our 
care and methods of handling 
prisoners, in relation not only to 
Federal Government but also to 
the State and municipal govern- 
ments, are far from the standards 
that must be secured. 

These proposals, while they do 
not comprehend the whole which 
remains to be done in the nation, 
are a step toward lifting the Fed- 
eral standards, which must have a 
general beneficial influence.

Norris guilty of conspiracy, but the 
Circuit Court of Appeals reversed the 
decree, holding that ‘‘a sale of liquor 
involving such transportation as is 
necessary to effect the delivery to 
the purchaser does not subject the 
purchaser to an indictment for con- 
spiracy to transport.” 

Both the District and Circuit. courts 
held that the mere purchase of liquor 
was not an offense under the law. 

The other case came from Boston, 
where James E. Farrar was indicted 
on a charge of buying liquor. Judge 
Morton of the Federal District Court 
of Massachusetts quashed the indict- 
ment, holding that it was not an 
offense under the Volstead act to 
purchase liquor. Both cases came 
here on appeal b-~ the government. 

Frederie L. Ballard of Philade!l- 
phia appeared as counsel for Norris, 
and William Bi. Lewis of Boston, a 
former Assistant Attorney General, 
represented Farrar.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28 UP).— 
As the scientific aspects of the 
eclipse, reports from Camptonville 
and other points along the shadow’s| 
course where astronomers and pho- 
tographers had gathered to observe 
and record the event, were optimis- 
tic. Early reports told of drizzles 
and clouds. Later the sky cleared 
and astronomers believed they had 
obtained perfect photographs. 

A peculiar phenomenon was no- 
ticed at the exact second of totality. 
Coming apparently from nowhere, a 
cloud gathered over the moon. This 
was said by scientists to be peculiar 
to an eclipse and possibly was due 
to sudden condensation of moisture 
in the atmosphere where the sun's 
heat was shut off. 

The period of totality was so short, 
being about 1.3 seconds, that’ few 
pictures were taken. 

The astronomers were especially 
, interested in the sun’s chromosphere, 
and that portion of its atmosphere 
closest to its surface. Spectroscopes 
were to record the rays from 
the gaseous sheath to determine 
what elements it contains. The 
corona, or gaseous clouds that spurt 
out, sometimes for a million miles 
from the sun’s surface, held little 
interest It is only during a total 
eclipse that the chromosphere can he 
studied and then only when atmos- 
pheric conditions are ideal.

As the dark moon rolled down the 
northern edge of the sun’s disk, one | 
of our navigators, who had not ex-| 
pected it, thought something very | 
strange had happened to his sextant | 
to make the sun look like a cookie | 
with a bite out of it.

SHANGHAI, April 28 UP).—Bandits 
slaughtered 1,000 citizens and all the 
civic officials of Kingsuchen, Nor- 
thern Kiangsu Province, and sacked 
the town, burning every house to 
the ground, Saturday, it was learned 
today. Captives to the number of 
1,000 were carried off. Kingsuchen 
is about 100 miles north of Nanking, 
the Nationalist capital. 

Armed with machine guns and 
well supplied with horses, these out- 
been laying waste the 

pillaging homes and 
mercy. 

The in perpetrating the 
outrages at Kingsuchen, the advices 
said, displayed ferocity unparalleled 
in China. 
About 100 of the bandits mounted 
on horses set up thirty machine guns 
and raked the streets, mowing down 
the helpless villagers. Captives were | 
forced by departing brigands to 
carry the loot. 

Missionary advices from Hankow 
today said 6,000 Communist troops 
had attacked the town of Kienli, 
Hupeh Province, on the north bank 
of the Yangtse River, forty miles 
above Yochow, Hunar. 

The Swedish Missionary Society 
has maintained the only mission 
there.

Communism Spreads in Fukien. 


AMOY UP).—Communism is spread- 
ing in Southwestern Fukien Province, 
in South China, and the inhabitants 
of the region thus far have no in- 
clination to put it down. Reports ap- 
pearing in the radical vernacular 
press say the people like the Com- 
munist form of government and hope 
to keep their own particular section 
of China that way. 

In the northern part of the same 
province an effort is being made to 
establish the same form of govern- 
ment. Aided by gangs of outlaws, 
the Red leaders have launched their 
campaign by sweeping over a hun- 
dred square miles of fertile agricul- 
tural land, looting the homes and vil- 
iages of those who resist and welcom- 
ing into the fold all who wish to be 
Communists. 

An official of the Nanking régime 
is not much at home in this district. 


To show their hatred of the Nation-; 


alists the Communists recently boiled 
a Nanking adherent in a barrel of 
oil, using the main street of a village 
as the scene and inviting the whole 
countryside into town to see it. 

If the Northern Fukien leaders suc- 
ceed in converting their public to 
communism—thus far they have made 
much headway in that direction 
there will be little of the province 
left for the Nanking tax collectors 
to worry about. In fact, Amoy and 
a few miles of surrounding territory 
will alone remain outside of the Com- 
munist influence. 

General Chu Teh, once an adherent 
of Dr. Sun Yat-sen and now a Red, 
is the leader of the Southern Fukien 
Soviet faction.

Volume VI of Series, Out Today, 
Reveals Official Papers of 
1907-1912 Period. 


GREY QUOTED ON POLICY 


Former Foreign Minister Shown to 
Have Discussed German Menace 


to Empire in 1911.

LONDON, April 28.—The British 
Government will make public to- 
morrow its sixth volume of official 
documents of ‘‘Origins of the World 
War.”’ Publication of this mass of 
diplomatic correspondence and other 
Foreign Office documents was au- 
thorized by Premier MacDonald in 
his first Premiership in 1924, when 
he also held the post of Foreign 
Minister. The work has been car- 
ried on since by the succeeding Con- 
servative Government. 
The subtitle of Volume VI, “The 
Anglo-German Tension,’’ self-ex- 
s It includes many confi- 


qianatory. 
dential letters that passed between 


the Foreign Office and the various 
Pritish Ambassadors in Berlin and 

European capitals between 
and 1912. It reveals hates, 
prejudices and jealousies on 
the part of conspicuous governing 
individuals, and indicates the futile 
devices and manoeuvres on the part 
of the diplomats to smooth these 
things over before they could in- 
flame public opinion*and bring about 
a clash of peoples. 

A summing up of the tense situa- 
tion is best given in the pages of 
the book devoted to the secret min- 
utes of the Committee on Imperial 
Defense on May 26, 1911, at which 
meeting Viscount Grey of Fallodon, 
then Sir Edward Grey, the Foreign 
Minister, explained to representa- 
tives of the British dominions what 
the British foreign policy then really 
was and why sea supremacy was in- 
dispensable to continuance of the 
Empire. s 

It was at a time when the domin- 
jons were planning to have separate 
fleets of their own. Sir Edward ap- 
proved that, but stipulated that there 
must be a uniform policy as to the 
uses of the several fleets under the 
British flag. 

Contrast in Methods Seen. 


Reading these minutes now, 
the diplomatic correspondence, 
bound to recall the pamphlet entitled 
“Why Are We at War?’ which 
Ramsay MacDonald wrote soon after 
hostilities began in 1914, in which he 
said the sole cause of hostilties was 
the sort of diplomacy Sir Edward 
had inherited from his predecessors 
in the Foreign Office and had been 


obliged to continue. 

Also, 
veals the sharpest of contrasts be- 
tween the present-day Wilsonian 
methods of conducting international 
affairs openly and those existing be- 
fore the foundation of the League 
of Nations. 

‘“‘There must be absolute secrecy,”’ 
gaid Sir Edward to the Imperial De- 
fense Committee in 1911. ‘‘Our for- 
eign policy is really anything but 
Machiavellian. It is most simple and 
straightforward, but you cannot 
show your handy openly to the rest 
of the world which is not 
its hand to you. That is one reason 
for absolute secrecy. In the next 
place you cannot deal with the for- 
eign policy of this country without 
discussing freely your opinions on 
the foreign policy of other countries, 
and these even more if we dislike 
the background.”’ 

To make clear the situation exist- 
ing in 1911 Sir Edward went back 
to 1892, when, he said, ‘‘the two rest- 
less powers in Europe were France 
and Russia, while the solid, quiet 
group at that time were the Triple

FINDS BIBLICAL CITIES. 


Rome Party Believes 
cavated Sodom and 


JERUSALEM, April 28 (®).— The 
correspondent of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency said today that an 
expedition from the Rome Pontifical 
and Biblical Institute believed it had 
discovered the biblical cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 

The expedition, supervised by Fa- 
ther Mellon, has been excavating the 
city of Ghor, near the Dead Sea. The

Wrapped up in the five-power 
treaty of doubtful value, produced 
by the conference of London, we 
have an important document—the 
three-power pact. The British Em- 
pire, the United States and Japan, by | 
abolishing rivalry, have now stabil- 
ized for a time their relative posi- 
tions as the leading naval powers of 
the world. Apart from other consid- 
erations the arrangement is valuable 
because it removes the danger of 
financial exhaustion through com- 
petitive building. 

President Hoover has announced 
what his pact means to his country- 
men: for the first time in history 
the United States has obtained par- 
ity with Great Britain for its navy. 
There is a justifiable note of triumph 
in this statement. The work started 
by the Washington conference in 
1920 is now carried on a step 
further. 

In 1914, at the outbreak of the 
war, Britannia indeed ruled the 
waves, for no other navy existed 
even half the size of her own. Great 
Britain was the oceanic power. To- 
day she shares this distinction with 
the United States, with Japan a 
runner-up. These three powers are 
in a group by themselves because 
they have kept the capital ship as 
the kernel of their fleets on the high 
seas. 

Future Partnership Good. 

It is significant that Great Britain 
accepts the claim of the United 
States to parity, not after an armed 
clash but to prove the partnership 
of the two nations in the peace. The 
Pact of Paris (better known as the 
Kellogg pact) has outlawed war, but 
in itself it does not suffice to explain 
British willingness to share the 
ocean with America. Rather this is 
the consequence of a sane view of 
the existing balance of forces. 

The Americans, proudly expand- 
ing, are inclined to look upon the 
concession to them of parity as the 
payment of a debt, long due. The 
British, more accustomed to power, 
preter to see in it the forerunner of 
association in the future, destined, 
by peaceful means, to secure lasting 
prosperity for all. In this country 
at least the idea is gaining ground 
that the peoples on both sides of 
the Atlantic belong to the same 
ccmmonwealth of the white, race 
They may quargpel, but they cannot 
break the tie between them. 

In its eagerness to smooth the way 
to an understanding of the oceanic 
powers the British delegation at the 
conference of London neglected the 
link with Europe. Cooperation with

Pressure on Japanese.

Britain for many years. The Lon- 
don conference has reopened the 
wound of the denounced alliance and 
people in Tokio wonder if really the 
76 per cent ratio conceded to them 
is not one of 35 per cent only, ap- 
plied to the combined forces of the 
two principal oceanic powers. 

Last, but not least, so as not to 
render difficult the American posi- 
tion at the conference, the British 
delegation refrained from emphasiz- 
ing the fact that the discussion in 
London is a subsidiary to the work 
which is being done at Geneva. 
British prestige has suffered in con- 
sequence in the circles of the League 
of Nations. These 
were accepted, evidently, because 
of the strong desire finally to settle | 
with America. But the sacrifices will 
have been in vain if they are not 
duly appreciated on the other side 
of the Atlantic. Is this the case? 

The reception of the fruits of the 
conference by the British public was 
lukewarm. The Daily Herald, though 
an organ of Mr. MacDonald’s party, 
in a leading article entitled ‘‘Suc- | 
cess or Failure,’’ warned statesmen 
not to rest on their laurels, or even 
on their oars, because their achieve- 
inent was far below popular expecta- 
tion. 

Public Expected Reduction. 


Mr. MacDonald had led the British 
public to believe that the conference 
would produce, if not disarmament, 
at least a serious reduction of naval 
tonnage. The “holiday,’’ which is 
the chief characteristic of the three- 
power pact, could have been ob- 
tained without a conference, and 
means at the best only a limitation 
of the number of capital ships in the 
future. 

Mr. MacDonald, for the reason 
given above, failed, too, to bring into 
relief the connection of naval dis- 
armament with the principles of the 
covenant. This put him in the wrong 
with the most vocal group of his sup- 
porters — the intellectual radicals, | 
who are ardent supporters of the 
League and have no objection to 
“entanglements” in Europe, though 
not with France. Conservative ele- 
ments applauded Mr. MacDonald’s 
vehement declaration against ‘‘en- 
tanglements,’’ but they are afraid 
that Mr. MacDonald is entangled in 
the American connection without 
sufficient compensations in return. 

The Admiralty cannot like the idea 
of being tied (even with a safeguard- 
ing clause) to parity with the United 
States while France next door goes 
free to build submarines at her pleas- 
ure, 

No Joy in Evidence. 

The man in the street, who in Great 
Britain is not so devoid of political 
sense as he is made out, suspects 
that the concession made is impor- 
tant. He refuses to be rushed into a 
joyous approvai of it so iong as he 
is not clear in his mind about the 
advantages of the change. Anyhow, 
the idea about the supremacy of 
Great Britain on the sea has been a 
national tradition since the days of 
the Spanish Armada.

Judge Parker’s decision in the Red 
Jacket Coal Company case was the 
main basis for Senator Borah’s op- 
position to confirmation.

Senator Borah said that an injunc 
tion could issue legally against or- 
ganized labor workers when they 
threatened violence, as was shown in 
other cases decided by the courts, 
but that in this case no violence was 
shown.

his decisions,’’ the Senator said. 

“IT feel, therefore, justified in 
standing before this body and saying 
that this contract is not yet em- 
bedded in our jurisprudence; that it 
is not yet accepted, and that we will 
become a party to making it a part 
of our judicial system if we shall put 
upon the supreme bench those who 
are unalterably committed to the 
doctrine.’’ 

Discussing the Red Jacket 
Senator Borah said: 

“This is the only injunction in his- 
tory ever issued against peaceable 
persuasion. I do not believe there is 
another case where, if the facts are 
analyzed, you will 
that the court enjoined peaceful dis- 
cussion with the employes as to 
whether or not they should join a 
union, but you will notice that that 
specific issue was raised.”’ 

Senator Borah said that the United 
States Supreme Court had decided 
in the Hitchman case on the basis of 
deceit employed by labor unions to 
induce non-union men to violate their 
contract. He said that Judge Parker 
could not rest his decision on that 
case because no such issue appeared 
in the Red Jacket case. He said he 
should have followed the Tri-City 
case, and that if he had done so 
there would have been no objection 
to a decision so reached.

Analyzes Points Before Parker. 


*“‘When the Red Jacket case was de- 
cided,’’ he went on, ‘‘the court had 
before it this declaration that a labor 
union was lawful, that members of 
it had a just right to increase its 
membership and, thirdly, that when 
they did so they were not acting un- 
lawfully or maliciously, but within 
their rights, and could not be en- 
joined from peacefully 
other employes to become members 
of the union. 

“Why, think of it, the Supreme 
Court here held that a labor union 
is lawful—not only lawful, but neces- 
sary—and yet the Red Jacket case 
holds that you are not entitled to 
persuade men to join a lawful or- 
ganization which is necessary for 
their benefit or to their interest.

said tonight at the annual banquet 
of the American section of the In- 
ternational Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Traylor, who was principal 
speaker, is president of the First Na- 
tional Bank and the First Union | 
Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago. | 
The other speaker was Lucius R. 
Eastman, American member of the | 
Economic Committee of the League | 
of Nations. Owen D. Young was a| 
guest of honor. 

Silas H. Strawn of Chicago, vice 
president of the International Cham- 
ber, presided. 

Young Praises Traylor. 

Mr. Traylor was introduced by Mr. 

Young, who confined his remarks | 


to describing Mr. Traylor, whom he 

nominated for the International 
Bank Committee as a person of many 
failures, which he detailed as follows: | 
“He has failed in several impor- | 
tant quarters where others suc- | 
ceeded. Since earliest boyhood, he |

| lieve that we have succeeded in nip- 
|ping many p firms in the bud 
|before they have had a chance to

An application by the State to dis- 
solve the Interstate Basicprotection 
Corporation of 16 Court Street, 
Brooklyn, was heard yesterday by 
Justice Strong in the Brooklyn Su- 
preme Court.

never before at the disposal of our 
Commonwealth.”’ 


After tracing the progress of Amer- 


ican education, he continued. 

“JT do not believe that as long as 
our business life retains its vitality 
it will ever be possible to do away 
with teaching by practical experience 
and to depend wholly upon theoret- 
ical precept. Nevertheless, our ex- 
perience has, at least in my own 
opinion, quite clearly shown the de- 
fects as well as the advantages of 
what, for want of a better term, I 
have called the apprenticeship sys- 
tem of education. 


Fails to Inculcate Principles. 


“For one thing, it is apt to incul- 
cate mere practices and habits rather 
than the thoughtful observance of 
basic principles, and this fact makes 
it very difficult for men trained only 
by experience to change or improve 
their methods.”’ 

Discussing ‘‘the deductive school of 
political economy,’’ that followed the 
introduction of economics as a course 
of study in universities, he said: 

“The Marxian socialism of yester- 
day and the Bolshevik philosophy of 
today resulted from this theoretical 
approach to what are, after all, very 
practical problems. Indeed, it is not 
exaggeration to say that countless 
lives have been sacrificed and the 
progress of great nations has been 
perverted because of this scholastic 
and inadequate method of economic 
thinking. 

“The disease of purely deductive 
political economy has survived even 
in America to this day, to divide our 
counsels and confuse our thoughts 
upon many public questions of great 
import to all the people of this 
country. What American business 
needed was more photographers and 
fewer closet philosophers.’’ 

It was the war period which, 
among its few constructive effects, 
brought a widespread reform in eco- 
nomic thinking, according to Mr. 
Simmons, because the importance of 
the struggle compelled a very prac- 
tical attitude toward economic prob- 
lems. 


Workability Became Test, 


"Policies had 
test of practical workability,’’ he 
said. ‘‘A new and realistic analysis 
of the economic basis of modern so- 
ciety had perforce to be instituted. 
For practically the first time, the in- 
ductive and experimental method of 
science was almost wholly employed 
to solve our economic problems. This 
radical transformation in our ways 
of economic thinking and our 
proach to studying economic prob- 
lems has of course exerted and is 
still exerting a profound influence 
upon the educational methods of 
American universities. In this move- 
ment Columbia University has proved 
a conspicuous leader. 

“The college economist has been 
encouraged to go forth from his col- 
lege halls and inspect the business 
conditions and business institutions | 
of the country. A science of eco- 
nomic statistics, new at least in 
scope and execution, has been born. 
Reality and not logical plausibility 
has become at once the goal and 
the test of economic research. 

“This movement, so fruitful al- 
ready in valuable results and so 
promising for our national business 
future, is today proceeding in full 
force. Whatever we may say con- 
cerning past economic thought in our 
colleges, we cannot deny that this 
modern insistence upon the test of 
facts has led to very valuable results 
both in vitalizing academic instruc- 
tion and in giving business itself a 
sense of direction, motive and aim 
which it never before possessed.’’

CAMDEN, N. J., April 28.—About 
twenty men and women were sitting |

shotgun, entered the back door. Four 
others, similarly armed, entered the 
front door of the establishment and 
ordered all the patrons to line up and 
put up their hands. 

William Wierman, who was sitting 
in the back room of the inn with his 
wife and two others, apparently was 
not quick enough to comply with the 
command, and was shot dead with a 
bullet through the heart. 

In the front room Hugh Gildea of 
Upper Darby, Pa., thought he was 
watching a practical joke. He play- 
fully pulled a mask off one of the 
bandits. Two bullets were fired at 
him before he shouted to the assail- 
ont ‘‘You win,’’ and let the latter 
take $150 from his pockets.

DR. GREEFF SEES NEED 
FOR MORE HOSPITALS 


Many Beds Required Now for 
Chronic Cases, He Tells Char- 


ities Committee. 


The problem of providing adequate 
hospital facilities in this city was 
discussed yesterday by Commissioner 
of Hospitals Greeff before fifty mem- 
bers of the New York City visiting 
committee of the State Charities Aid 
Association, The meeting was at the 
home of Mrs. 
412 East 


Street. Homer Folks, president of 
the visiting committee, presided. 
Commissioner Greef said the growth 
of municipal hospitals here had not 
kept pace with the increase in 
population. He pointed out that al- 
though the total bed capacity in all 


institutions under the Hospitals De- | 


partment now was 16,972, the spe- 
cial hospitals, except those for con- 
tagious diseases, were overcrowded. 

‘“‘The deplorable feature about this 
overcrowding,’ he decléred, ‘‘is that 
many beds in general hospitals which 
are urgently needed for acute cases 
are occupied by chronic cases, and 
yet those chronic cases cannot be 
removed because the institutions for 
such diseases are overcrowded. Al- 
though there are plans for enlarging 


|a number of our institutions, it takes 


years to complete them, and in the 
meantime those who should be ad- 
mitted to these institutions must re- 
main neglected at home unless they 
have the means to enter the expen- 
sive private institutions that would 
care for them.” 

The care of aged incurables, he 
said, constitutes one of the important 
problems of hospitalization.

A salient historical 
figure, about him a great pile of

| SIXTH AVENUE ELEVATED. 


Some weeks ago the Merchants’ 
Association published an elaborate 
report on the proposed removal of 
the Sixth Avenue elevated. It came 
to the conclusion that it might be 
better after all to proceed with the 
work of demolition at once, without 
waiting either for the opening of the 
new Eighth Avenue subway or the 
construction of a new Sixth Avenue 
line. The weakness of the report 
lay in the fact that it gave practical- 
ly no consideration to the effect of 
removal on the existing subways. 
Holding that the objective should be 
“the greatest good to the greatest 
number,” the merchants insisted that 
the only “valid objection” to the 
removal of the elevated is the incon- 
venience to which its patrons might 
be put. There are, however, other 
valid objections to the Miller-De- 
laney plan. President HepLey of the 
Interborough put his finger on one 
of them. 

If the elevated is torn down, its 
patrons must seek some other means 
of transportation. Many of those 
bound far downtown might switch 
to the Ninth Avenue line. Even some 
of the local traffic could be diverted 
to that line with the aid of the pro- 
posed crosstown buses. But it is 
certain that a large number of those 
who now use the elevated would try 
to crowd into the existing subways. 
The probable extent and results of 
the increased pressure on the Seventh 
Avenue line have been “very im- 
perfectly realized,” according to Mr. 
HEDLEY. He adds that the possible 
effect on the east side subway op- 
eration has been overlooked entirely, 
although it is a fact that the ele- 
vated serves Fifth Avenue territory. 

How will the patrons of the exist- 
ing subways relish the prospect of 
having another hundred thousand 
persons competing for their straps 
every day? Their comfort and con- 
venience are at stake, too, and per- 
haps even their safety. A great deal 
has been said about the danger of 
rock slides in the new subway if the 
elevated has to be shored up. That 
is a matter for the engineers to pass 
upon. But there are dangers attend- 
ing the operation of overcrowded 
trains, loading and unloading at 
packed platforms, like those at 
Grand Central and Times Square 
during the rush hours, that are even 
less pleasant to contemplate. The 
merchants are properly concerned 
about traffic jams. Admittedly, the 
traffic problem presented by torn- 
up streets is serious, but the transit 
situation is critical. The principle 
holds good here as elsewhere that 
no old facility should be abandoned 
until a new one is ready to take its 
place. 


VOTES ON IMMIGRATION. 


The Senate has just completed a 
series of somersaults about restric- 


tion of immigration. The original 
proposal called for placing quota 
restrictions on immigration from the 
Western Hemisphere. Before this 
was adequately discussed on its own 
merits, an amendment was inter- 
jected repealing the so-called Na- 
tional Origins system, now in force. 
When President Hoover last Spring 


|asked for the suspension of this 


clause (which did not become effec- 
tive until June 30, 1929), the Senate 
cheerfully overrode his request and 
voted in favor of the National 
Origins system. 

Last week, however, the Senate 
reversed itself and voted for repeal 
of the National Origins provision, 
thereby winning praise from the 
Germans, Irish and Scandinavians, 
whose quotas under that system are 
smaller than they were under the 
system based on the number of for- 


eign born in the country according |

By adjourning for six weeks, the 
French Chamber has treated itself, 
the Tardieu Cabinet and the French 
people to a much-needed and well- 
earned rest.

ternal improvements. Since these 
issues are less controversial than 
some of the problems that M. TAR- 
DIEU has met and surmounted during 
the last five months, it is considered 
quite on the cards that he may be 
defeated any time in the early Sum- 
mer session; such is the law that 
seems to guide the play of French 
parliamentary politics. For a Cabi- 
net to survive and function fruit- 
fully it must be most precariously 
balanced; and if it has no logical 
parliamentary majority whatever, 
apparently so much the better. The 
present is a Chamber so evenly di- 
vided that TARDIEU has already been 
once out of office since he organized 
his first Cabinet last November, and 
has been outvoted many times in the 
course of the last few weeks. Never- 
theless, he has succeeded in carrying 
into effect the bitterl:: disputed so- 
cial insurance bill which has been 
on the statute books for two years 
but has been waiting for the publi- 
cation of the necessary administra- 
tive regulations. The bill affects 
9,000,000 workers and brings into 
existence comprehensive system of 
insurance—death, sickness, disabil- 
ity, old age, accident, unemployment 
and maternity. 

The nature of this particular piece 
of legislation and of the questions 
that will be taken up in June testify 
to a decided shift in emphasis in 
French public and political life. The 
chief stress passes from foreign to 
domestic affairs, and the Tardieu 
Government will be recorded in his- 
tory as marking the transition 
period. International relations must, 
of course, remain for France a mat- 
ter of vital importance. The imme- 
diate future will hear a good deal of 
policy and security and armaments 
and the like. Nevertheless, it has 
been true for some months, and will 


remain true for some time to come, | 
that affairs at home have been of | 


greater moment than the question of 
France among the nations. The in- 
auguration of the Young Plan prom- 
ises, for some time at least, retire- 
ment of reparations into the back- 
ground; and this will be hastened by 
the imminent withdrawal of the 
French troops from German occu- 
pied territory. Even the naval con- 
ference has been generally accepted 
as constituting for France not so 
much an exercise in foreign policy 
as an expression of her sense of in- 
creased internal well-being, a spirit

because of illness. The Cardinal | 
said that in the letter was a check | 


for $2,000, which was double the 
amount Mr. Lehman had contrib- 
uted each year of the decade. 

Former Governor Smith received 
an ovation almost equal to that ac- 
corded Cardinal Hayes. When he 
was presented by Mr. MacDonald a 
man near the front rose and shouted 
“Hurrah for ‘Al’ Smith!’’ There 
was loud applause. The same man 
rose when the Cardinal was pre- 
sented and shouted ‘‘Hurrah for 
Cardinal Hayes!’’ and the applause 
was repeated. 

The gathering was under the aus- 
pices of the Cardinal's committee 
of the laity, and invitations were is- 
sued in the name of the Cardinal 
himself. The chairman of the meet- 
ing was George MacDonald, a Mar- 
quis of the Papal court. Between the 
speeches the Metropolitan Symphony 
Orchestra played.

Ex-Governor Praises Work. 


Former Governor Smith expressed | 
the hope that the meeting and the 
Cardinal’s speech ‘‘will stimulate 
our workers to the end that the 
tenth anniversary drive of the Cath 
olic Charities will come up to our 
greatest expectations.”’ 

Discussing ways of raising funds 
for the drive, Mr. Smith said the 
State provided by direct appropria- 
tion for many charitable endeavors. 
He pointed out that there must be a 
limit to what the State could do, 
saying that in the forthcoming fiscal 
year the State contribution for the 
care of the insane alone was $48,210,- 
000. The charitable endeavors of the 

tate must be supplemented by those 
of the counties and cities, he said. 


Family Problems Solved. 


He stressed the point that the 
Catholic Charities had been able to 
do what the State could not hope or 
be expected to do, namely to assist 
in the care of the family life of the 
distressed. He said that more than 
half of the people who came to the 
Catholic Charities in 1928 needed no 
money for relief, but their problems ' 
required the personal touch between 
parish and family. 

‘Our beloved Cardinal, mindful of | 
the business side as well as the spirit- 
ual,’’ said the former Governor, 
“has taken a lesson from the con- 
solidations that are going on in com- 
mercial life, between banks and /| 
other business jnstitutions. The les- 
son is that by ¢oncentrated effort on | 
the part of a group you can accom- 
plish more than by the scattered ef- 
forts of the units that make up that 
combination. Our beloved Cardinal, 
at the head of the Catholic Charities, 
can direct the work at the points 
of greatest necessity and greatest 
need.”’ 

He reminded his audience that 

those who contributed to the Catho- 
lic Charities were not only giving 
to the poor and needy, or to the 
Church, but to the Lord. 
‘‘By this modern manner,”’ he said, 
our hoty mother, the Church, pro- 
vides the way and she gives us the 
opportunity to provide the means.”’ 

Cardinal Hayes said he felt awed 
in the presence of an audience that 
had gathered in the name of Christ 
and His charities, to show the citi- 
zens of New York that ‘‘you are fol- 
lowers of the Master and that you 
believe in His message of charity to 
the poor.”’ 

“I wonder if ever in the history of 
the church an Archbishop had a more 
loyal, a more devoted, a more gener- 
ous flock than the Catholic people 
of the Archdiocese of New York,”’ he 
said. 

He then paid tributes to ex-Gover- 
nor Smith and Acting Mayor McKee 
for their speeches and their services 
to the Catholic Charities. Express- 
ing regret that illness prevented the 
attendance of Mayor Walker, Car- 
dinal Hayes said that in every effort 
to relieve suffering the Catholic 
Charities had obtained the fullest co- 
operation from the city. 

Cardinal Hayes recalled that the 
spirit of charity as taught by Christ 
had animated the Church since its 
earliest days. 

“The call of Christ Is here with 
you once more, asking you to con-| 
tinue these wonderful works of 
mercy,’ he concluded. 

In opening the meeting Mr. Mc- 
Donald praised the Cardinal for 
unifying the more than 200 social 
agencies that were working ten 
years ago under his jurisdiction. He 
spoke of the thousands of persons 
cared for by the Catholic charities 
and praised the priests, the social 
workers and the contributors to the 

charities fund for their part in help- 
ing the needy. 

Mr. Hodson praised the leadership 
of Cardinal Hayes in directing the 
Catholic charities.

GRAND JURY HEARS FOUR 


Learns Mrs. Lawler’s Buffalo Check 


Birds Find Rest on Ship at Sea, 
Some Ride Into Port With Her 


The Atlantic Transport liner 
Minnekahda arrived late yesterday 
from Lohdon with a number of 
birds hopping abqut her decks. 
They were some of the 500 or more 
that flew on board early in the 
morning when the vessel was about 
forty miles east of Fire Island. 
They were migratory birls, Cap- 
tain J. Jensen, the master, said, 
and had become tired in the strong 
breeze. 

After a light repast of crushed 
biscuit and water, provided by the 
smoking room steward, William 
Colles, most of the feathered visi- 
tors took wing again. The captain 
said that after the birds had come 
to the ship he had had to lock up 
his dog Tiger, which had started 
in to kill them all. 

There were nineteen children 
among the ninety-six passengers on

Mrs. Marguerite F. Lawler, sister 
of Edwin J. Cooley, suspended chief 
of the General Sessions Probation 
Bureau, tried to commit suicide yes- 
terday while being questioned about 
her alleged employment as a proba- 
tion officer while still drawing salary 
as a school teacher in Buffalo. 

Mrs. Lawler attempted to end her 
life by leaping from a window in the 
District Attorney's office but was re- 
strained by attendants, who twice 


blocked ‘her attempts to hurl herself 
out into White Street, seven stories 
below. Her suicide attempt was 
made while the grand jury, consider- 
ing her case and her brother’s, was 
hearing the testimony of four wit- 
nesses. 


Although Mrs. Lawler was hyster- | 


ical and incoherent in answering 
questions, the day brought forth two 
important developments in the 
vestigation, which started out to in- 
quire into the acts of Cooley and his 
sister, but has been broadened to in- 
clude within its scope the whole 
functioning of the bureau. They 
were; 
An announcement by Assistant 
District Attorney Harold W. Hast- 
ings that files had been removed 
from the Probation Bureau office 
last Friday by Mrs. Eileen Coughlin, 
deputy chief of the bureau under 
Cooley, after she had been suspended 


at her own request. 
Cooley Aide Cashed Her Check. 


The discovery that a member of 
Cooley’s staff had cashed. one of Mrs. 
Lawler’s checks for salary as a Buf- 
falo school teacher in April of last 
year a month after the probation 
chief said he obtained a job for her 
here in the belief that she had quit 
her old position. 

Mrs. Lawler with her small daugh- 
ter, Rita; her mother, Mrs. Anna 


Leary, and their lawyer, John B. 
Maloney, arrived here in the morn-

She was unre- 
sponsive in her answers, proved un- 
able to recall anything of importance 
in her connection with the Probation 
Bureau and was unable even to iden- | 
tify checks made out and paid to 
her, according to Mr. Hastings. 

Mr. Hastings said he doubted that 
her testimony would be of much 
value to the grand jurors even if 
she consented to waive immunity be- 
fore appearing before that body.

His Excellency Dr. A. C. de Salles, Jr., Secretary of Finance and of the Treasury, has authorised the following statementin behalf of the Government 
of the State of San Paulo; having been transmitied by cable, st is subject to correction: 


The Government of the State of San Paulo, in order to dispose of the accumulation within the State of large amounts 
of unsold coffee, and to prevent such accumulation in the future, has adopted a new plan, to become operative July 1, 
1930, by which it undertakes to liquidate gradually the present unsold coffee and to place future crops on the market 
currently. The Government has agreed that it will not, directly or indirectly, accumulate any coffee during the life 
of this Loan except, in agreement with the Bankers, as further security for the Loan. 


PURPOSE: Under this plan the liquidation of the accumulated 
unsold coffee in the State on July 1, 1930, which is expected to 
amount to approximately 16,500,000 bags, is to be financed through 
the issuance of an International Loan of an authorized principal 
amount equivalent to £20,000,000 ($97,330,000). The proceeds of 
the $35,000,000 Bonds and £10,000,000 Bonds, now being issued, 
are to be used to finance approximately 14,000,000 bags as follows: 
£4,500,000 ($21,899,250) will be applied toward the purchase by the 
Government, prior to June 1, 1931, of 3,000,000 bags of coffee, and 
approximatelyg£11,000,000 ($53,531,500) will be used in refunding 
existing advances of £1 per bag on about 11,000,000 bags of coffee. 
The remainder of the unsold coffee on July 1, 1930, estimated to be 
approximately 2,500,000 bags, will be financed by advances 
thereon of £1 per bag with the proceeds of the £2,807,973 
($13,665,000) principal amount of Bonds which Banco do Estado de 
Sao Paulo has contracted to purchase. Should the above remainder 
not amount to 2,500,000 bags, the reserved Bonds will be sold only 
to the extent necessary and any surplus Bonds will be cancelled. 


COFFEE SECURITY: The Loan will be the direct obligation of the 
Government of the State of San Paulo and will be specifically secured 
by pledge, to the extent of 50 shillings ($12.166) per bag, of the above 
3,000,000 bags of coffee to be purchased by the Government, and by 
pledge, to the extent of £1 ($4.8665) per bag, of the approximately 
13,500,000 other bags of coffee referred to above. The value of the 
total 16,500,000 bags at current Santos prices equals about 
$198,000,000. Should the unsold coffee not amount to approximately 
16,500,000 bags on July 1, 1930, the principal amount of the Loan 
will be correspondingly reduced. The pledged coffee will be deposited 
in warehouses in the port of Santos or in other parts of the State 
of San Paulo. Documents of title for the pledged coffee will be 
deposited with Banco do Estado de Sao Paulo in trust for the Bankers’ 
representatives in the State of San Paulo. Documents of title for 
newer coffee of at Jeast equal quality may be substituted at any 
time for documents then on deposit. 

The Government has agreed that, beginning July 1, 1930, the 
pledged coffee is to be liquidated at the rate of 1,650,000 bags in each 
year, and from the proceeds thereof £2,000,000 ($9,733,000) 
will be applied to the redemption of Bonds, and £100,000 ($486,650) 
will be placed in a Reserve Account. Any deficiency in the proceeds 
will be made up by the Government, and the Government may, in 
agreement with the Bankers, anticipate in whole or in part these 
annual liquidations and redemptions. 


PLEDGED REVENUE: The interest on the Loan will be secured by 
a first charge on the receipts from a new tax on all coffee transported 
from any point within the State for export, to be levied initially 
at the rate of 3 shillings ($0.73) per bag and thereafter at 
rates decreasing as the outstanding amount of the Loan is reduced. 
The receipts from this tax, based on the minimum quantities of coffee 
which the Government has agreed to have transported to the port of 
Santos, together with available amounts in the above-mentioned 





Reserve Account, are estimated to exceed in each year the interest 
requirements on the amount of the Loan then outstanding. 


MARKETING OF COFFEE: The Government has agreed that, 
during the life of this Loan, the minimum quantity of coffee to be 
placed on the market in each month thereof shall be equal to the 
following: (1) In the year July 1, 1930 to June 30, 1931, to 
one-twentyfourth of the aggregate of the coffee crop of said year 
plus the estimate of the aggregate of the coffee crop for the succeeding 
year, which shall include 137,500 bags of pledged coffee (1,650,000 
bags of pledged coffee per annum) as above stated; (2) In each year 
thereafter, to one-twentyfourth of the aggregate of the coffee crop 
for that year plus the estimate of the aggregate of the coffee crop for 
the succeeding year, plus 137,500 bags of pledged coffee (1,650,000 
bags of pledged coffee per annum) referred to above. In every year 
beginning July 1, 1930, the Government undertakes that such 
minimum quantities shall aggregate at least 10,000,000 bags per 
annum, any deficiencies being made up with additional pledged eoffee, 
the liquidation of which will accelerate the redemption of Bonds. The 
Government may make new advances on coffee from the proceeds of 
liquidation of pledged coffee in excess of 4,950,000 bags in any year. 
The Government has further agreed that the stock of coffee in Santos 
for sale shall be at all times a minimum of 1,000,000 bags and that no 
coffee inferior to No. 8 Santos quality is to be exported from the State, 


DEBT: The external funded debt of the State, including this Loan, 
amounts to about $203,000,000.

Federal Engineers Plan to Remove 
Perils in Harbor. 


A movement is under wav bv Fed- 
eral engineers to remove obstacles 
which are a menace to navigation, 
according to an announcement by A. 


E. Clark, superintendent of the 
First District, yesterday. 

“The removal of sunken ships 
from the harbor is one of the im- 
portant functions of the army engi- 
neers,’’ Mr. Clark said. ‘‘There are 
two wrecks which will have to be 
removed—the Mistletoe, a small 
steamer, owners unknown, which 
lies 12,000 feet off Rockaway, and 
thé Fort Victoria, a Furness-Ber- 
muda liner, which was sunk last De- 
cember off Ambrose channel.’”’ 

“The Mistletoe formerly was used 
as a lighthouse tender, but was sold 
to a private person. It burned and 
sank late in 1924,’’ Mr. Clark con- 
tinued.

Cheap Route Important. 


The United States Shipping Board, 
in a report on the situation, says 
| that tonnage of steel shipping to the 


| Coast by way of Baltimore for the 


twelve months ending June 30, 1929, 
totaled 809,000 tons. Shipments from 
Philadelphia totaled 309,000 and New 
York, 155,000. The weight of steel 
and iron, which is out of proportion 
to the value, as compared with other 
types of freight, makes it most im- 


| portant that the cheapest route of 
| shipment be chosen,

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in deciding the recent “iron 
and steel case’’ established a dis- 
tance basis for local movements of 
steel in the East, but did not pre

eents for New York. 

In this way the railroads are fol- 
lowing a precedent which they estab- 
lished several years ago in making 
special export rates while maintain- 
ing the usual port differentials. In 
its bulletin, stressing the advantage 
of the*superior ship service to the 
Pacific Coast furnished at New 
York, the Port Authority lends its 
support to the plan of the railroads 
and urges that shippers support it. 
It says: 

“Steel shippers have presented 
such a diversity of views that the 
carriers decided to defer action on 
their proposal to afford time for fur- 
ther study and conference. Some 
steel shippers seem to be more gOov- 
erned by historical precedent than 
by the realities of the present situa- 
tion. Shippers west of Pittsburgh 
|seem to have been concerned by the 
|slightly increased spread over the 
Pittsburgh-New York rate that they 
| would receive under the carriers’ 
proposal, failing to realize how much 
better off they would be in relation 
to the competition established by the 
Pittsburgh-Baltimore key route. 


Cut Rate Here 3 Cents. 


“Under the carriers’ proposal the 
rate from Pittsburgh to New York 
would be 30 cents per 100 pounds, 
3 cents over the Pittsburgh-Balti- 
more route, as compared to 33 cents 


under the distance scaie. The rate 
from Youngstown to New York, for 
example, would be 33 cents per 100 
pounds instead of 35 cents based on 
strict application of distance. Youngs- 
town shippers, using routes via New 
York harbor, are thereby brought 2 
cents nearer to their Pittsburgh com- 
petitors, using the port of Baltimore, 
under the carriers’ proposal than 
they would be under the distance 
scale. The same applies to shippers 
in Cleveland, Canton, Columbus, 
Middletown and other mid-Western 
points. 

“There is no questiun that the key 
competitive route in shipment of in- 
tercoastal iron and steel today is that 
|from Pittsburgh to Baltimore. The 
| Shipping Board figures quoted at the 
beginning show that five times as 
much intercoastal steel was shipped 
out of Baltimore as out of the port 
of New York. Central territory ship- 
pers located on lines making direct 
connection with the port of New 
York, and wishing to take advantage 
of the intercoastal services from this 
port, may well re-examine the ad- 
vantages which they will gain by the 
carriers’ proposal to preserve the 
present por: differentials in their 
relation to the key route, Pittsburgh 
to Baltimore, which furnishes the 
outlet for the bulk of the tonnage 
and dominates the competitive situa- 
tion.”’
